SUBJECT: JAPANESE PLANS TO REVIVE PFT NEGOTIATIONS WITH CHINA

1 . SUMMARY: INFORMATION FROM VARIOUS SOURCES CONNECTED WITH 
FONOFF SUGGESTS FUKUDA IS TRYING TO BUILD CONSENSUS NECESSARY 
FOR FURTHER STEPS TOWARD CONCLUSION OF PEACE AND FRIENDSHIP 
TREATY (PFT) WITH CHINA. FORMIDABLE OBSTACLES OF LONG- 
STANDING, HOWEVER, REMAIN: OPPOSITION OF PRO-TAIWAN FACTION 
WITHIN FUKUDA'S PARTY, REACTION OF SOVIETS TO INCLUSION OF 
ANTI-HEGEMONY CLAUSE, AND CHINESE REFUSAL TO DATE TO AGREE 
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TO LANGUAGE SOFTENING ANTI SOVIET IMPACT OF ANTI-HEGEMONY 
CLAUSE. 

IN ATTEMPT TO OVERCOME THESE DIFFICULTIES, FONOFF HAS 
MADE EFFORTS TO SOOTHE PRO-TAIWAN LEADERS WITHIN LDP, 

HAS PROPOSED A MOSCOW TRIP FOR FONMIN (REF A), IN 
PART TO EXPLAIN TO SOVIETS JAPANESE POSITION ON PFT, 
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AND REPORTEDLY IS PUTTING TOGETHER ''NEW" NEGOTIATING 
PACKAGE FOR USE BY AMBASSADOR SATO IN PEKING IN RE- 
OPENING TALKS ON PFT. AN IMPORTANT ADDITIONAL FACTOR 
BEARING ON ALL OF ABOVE IS SECRETARY'S UPCOMING VISIT 
TO PEKING, END SUMMARY. 

2. AT LUNCHEON AUGUST 3, FONOFF CHINA DIVISION OFFICER 
TARUI TOLD EMBOFF THAT IN LINE WITH HIS GOVERNMENT'S 
DESIRE TO MOVE FORWARD ON PFT, CHINA DIVISION WAS 
PREPARING NEGOTIATING POSITION PAPER FOR NEW AMBASSADOR 
SATO IN PEKING (REF B ). TARUI STATED THAT GOJ HOPED 

TALKS WOULD BEGIN SOON AFTER SATO SETTLES IN. HE NOTED 
THAT PEKING WAS PREFERRED VENUE, SINCE EXPERIENCE HAS 
SHOWN DIFFICULTY OF MAINTAINING SECRECY IN TOKYO. 

3. IN AUGUST 9 CONVERSATION WITH EMBOFFS. YOMIURI FONOFF 
CORRESPONDENT HIRANO ALSO EXPRESSED BELIEF THAT GOJ 
WANTS TO MOVE AHEAD WITH PFT. HE NOTED THAT AMBASSADOR 
SATO, PRIOR TO DEPARTURE FOR PEKING, HAD SPENT UNSUAL 
AMOUNT OF TIME WITH MANY OF LDP LEADERS WHO HAD OPPOSED 
MOVES TOWARD PEKING IN PAST. AT RECENT FONOFF DAILY 
BACKGROUND BRIEFING, REPORTER HAD ASKED SATO WHY HE HAD 
ALREADY LINGERED 6 WEEKS IN TOKYO, WHEN AN AMBASSADOR 
USUALLY DEPARTS FOR POST WITHIN 30 DAYS. SATO REPLIED 
THAT AMONG OTHER THINGS HE HAD NEEDED TO CONFER WITH 
"ALL FACTIONS" OF LDP, CONSULTATIVE PROCESS WHICH 
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CORRESPONDENTS VIEWED AS PART OF CONCERTED FONOFF 
EFFORT TO REDUCE OPPOSITION TO CONCLUSION OF PFT. 

4. HIRANO ALSO EXPECTED THAT FOLLOWING GOJ ASSESS- 
MENT OF VANCE VISIT, RESULTS OF WHICH WILL HAVE 
IMPORTANT BEARING ON GOJ THINKING WITH RESPECT TO 
FUTURE MOVES TOWARD PEKING, HATOYAMA WOULD WANT TO 
GO TO MOSCOW (REF A). PRESS VIEWS PROSPECTIVE MOSCOW 
TRIP IN CHINA CONTEXT, ASSUMING THAT GOJ INTENT WOULD 
BE TO CUSHION BLOW OF POSSIBLE PFT CONCLUSION BY 
REITERATING AT HIGH LEVEL JAPANESE DESIRE FOR FRIENDLY 
RELATIONS WITH USSR AND DISCLAIMING ANY ANTI-SOVIET 
INTENTIONS ON PART OF JAPAN. HIRANO ADDED THAT TIMING 
WAS IMPORTANT, AS JAPANESE WOULD LIKE TO SHOW AT LEAST 
SOME PROGRESS TOWARD PFT BEFORE FIFTH ANNIVERSARY OF 
NORMALIZATION OF SINO-JAPANESE RELATIONS SEPTEMBER 29. 

5. AS NOTED REF A. SAME THEME WAS STRUCK IN AUGUST 10 
ASAHI REPORT ATTRIBUTED TO FONMIN OFFICIAL TRAVELING 
WITH PRIME MINISTER. THAT REPORT ALSO ASSERTED TOKYO 
IS WORRIED ABOUT TREATY DELAY AND WANTS TO SCORE 
SUBSTANTIAL PROGRESS IN TALKS BY FIFTH ANNIVERSARY OF 
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RESTORATION OF SINO-JAPANESE TIES. TOWARD THIS END, 
REPORT STATED FONMIN HATOYAMA HOPES TO MEET WITH 
HUANG HUA DURING UNGA FOR DETAILED TALKS TO SEARCH FOR 
WAYS TO BREAK THROUGH NEGOTIATIONS DEADLOCK. 

6. ACCORDING TO TADASHI IKEDA, PRIVATE SECRETARY TO 
VICE-FOREIGN MINISTER ARITA, HATOYAMA HIMSELF WAS 
SOURCE FOR ASAHI STORY. (IKEDA BELIEVED THAT BY CASTING 
MOSCOW VISIT IN TERMS OF PROSPECTIVE MOVES TOWARD PRC, 
HATOYAMA MAY HAVE INADVERTENTLY TORPEDOES IT.) IKEDA 
NOTED THAT PROGRESS ON PFT STILL DEPENDS HEAVILY ON 
FLEXIBILITY OF CHINESE RESPONSE TO JAPANESE INITIATIVES. 

HE EXPECTED THAT JAPANESE NEGOTIATING POSITION, WHILE 
CONTAINING SOME NEW ELEMENTS, WOULD CONTINUE TO BE 
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BASED MAINLY ON FORMER FONMIN MIYAZAWA'S ' FOUR POINTS," 
WHICH PRC HAS ROUNDLY REJECTED IN PAST. THUS, UNLESS 
CHINESE ARE PREPARED TO SHOW CERTAIN DEGREE OF "UNDER- 
STANDING", IKEDA FELT PROGRESS TOWARD CONCLUSION OF 
PFT WAS UNLIKELY.

7. COMMENT: AS ALWAYS, JAPANESE PROGRESS TOWARD CHINA 
PFT IS TORTUOUS AND PROBLEMATIC, DEPENDENT UPON BOTH 
DEVELOPMENT OF DOMESTIC CONSENSUS AND EXTERNAL FACTORS 
BEYOND TOKYO'S CONTROL. BOMESTICALLY, PRO-TAIWAN 
FACTIONS OF LDP REMAIN OPPOSED TO 
CONSLUSION OF PFT. ALTHOUGH SATO MADE GESTURE OF 
ATTEMPTING TO ASSUAGE SOME OF THESE INDIVIDUALS, 

WE HAVE HEARD NOTHING FROM OUR SOURCES THAT PRIME MINISTER 
FUKUDA HAS YET LINKED HIS PERSONAL PRESTIGE TO CURRENT 
FONOFF EFFORT. EXTERNALLY, SOVIETS COULD EITHER 
REJECT HATOYAMA S PROPOSED VISIT OR REACT HARSHLY TO 
CHINA DISCUSSIONS. AS IKEDA INDICATED, THE JAPANESE 
ARE ALSO DEPENDING UPON CHINESE FLEXIBILITY— A 
NOTORIOUSLY SCARCE COMMODITY IN PAST. FINALLY, RESULTS 
OF SECRETARY'S VISIT TO PEKING WILL WEIGH HEAVILY IN 
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JAPANESE CALCULATIONS. SHOULD JAPANESE LEARN THAT 
PACE OF SINO-US NORMALIZATION HAS QUICKENED, THEY WILL 
STEP UP THEIR OWN EFFORTS TO CONCLUDE PFT. BY SAME 
TOKEN, IF THERE IS LITTLE PROGRESS TOWARD NORMALIZATION 
IN SECRETARY'S VISIT. TRADITIONAL OBSTACLES TO CONCLUSION 
OF PFT WILL REASSERT THEMSELVES AND MOMENTUM WHICH 
CURRENTLY SEEMS TO BE BUILDING WILL DISSIPATE.
